Satan  having  compafs'd  the  Earth,  with  meditated 
guile  returns  as  a  mift  by  night  into  Paradife,  enters 
into  the  ferpent  fleeping.  Adam  and  Eve  in  the 
morning  go  forth  to  their  labors,  which  Eve  pro- 
pofes  to  divide  in  fcveral  places,  each  laboring  apart :

with  it.  He  gratifies  the  curiofity 
he  has  rafted  in  me  about  his  perfon ; 
when  I  admire  the  author,  1  deiire 
SnJtnbw  fomething  of  the  man ;  and 
hek  whom  all  readers  would  be  glad 
ttftsnow,  is  allow'd  to  fpeak  of  him- 
fcK  Bat  this  however  is  a  very  dan- 
mms  example  for  a  genius  of  an 
inferior  order,  and  is  only  to  be  jafti- 
fied  by  foccefe.  See  Voltaire's  Eflay 
on  epic  poetry,  p.  in. 


Bat  as  Mr.  Thyer  adds,  however 
fome  critics  and  Monfieur  Voltaire 
may  condemn  a  poet's  fometimes  di- 
grefing  from  his  fubjeft  to  fpeak  of 
himfelf,  it  is  very  certain  that  Mil* . 
ton  was  of  a  very  different  opinion 
long  before  he  thought  of  writing 
this  poem.  -  For  in  his  difcourfc  of 
the  Reafbn  of  Church-Government 
&c.  apologizing  for  faying  fo  much 
of  himfelf  as  he  there  does,  he  adds,- 
"  For  although  a  poet,  fearing  in  the

No  more  muft  now  be 
fang  offucb  a  heavenly  convention. 
God  himfelf  indeed  is  not  properly 
a  fpeaker  in  it,  though  Adam  in  his 
part  of  it  relates  his  having  been 
honor'd  with  the  divine  pretence, 
and  a  celeftial  colloquy,  Vlll.  455.

Mr.  Rkhardfon,  in  ikying  The  Lord* 
and  the  Young  Men  (akvays  under/food 
to  hi  Angels)  art  ufed  as  words  of  tht 
fame  fignificatwt,  does  not  feem  tc* 
be  appris'd,  that  it  was  an  ancient 
opinion,  and  believed  sao  by  jnanyv 
of  the  mote  modern  fchdass,  that 
the  Lord  in  this  paflage.  was  God 
the  S^nv  and  the  two  others  onlji 
Angels.

If  we  look  into  the  three  great 
heroic  poems  which  have  appeared 
in  the  world,  we  may  obferve  that 
they  are  built  upon  very  (light  foun* 
dations.  Homer  lived  near  300  years 
after  the  Trojan  war;  and,  at  the 
writing  of  hiftory  was  not  then  m 
trie  among  the  Greeks,  we  may  very 
well  fuppofe,  that  the  tradition  of 
Achilles  and  Ulyflfes  had  brought 
down  but  very  few  particulars  to  his 
knowledge;  tao'  there  b  no  question 
but  he  has  wrought  into  his  two 
poems  fuch  of  then*  remarkable  ad- 
ventures, as  were  mil  talked  of 
among  his  contemporaries.  The  ftory 
of  iEueas,  on  which  Virgil  founded 
hit  poem,  was  likewife  very  bare  of 
circumftances,  and  by  that  means 
afforded  him  an  opportunity  of  em- 
bdliihing  it  with  action,  and  giving 
a  full  range  to  his  own  invention. 
We  find  however  that  he  has  inter- 
woven in  the  courfe  of  his  fable 
the  principal  particulars  which  were 
generally  believed  among  the  Ro- 
mans of  j£neas's  voyage  and  fettle- 
ment  in  Italy,    The  reader  may

find  an  abridgement  of  the  whole 
ftory  as  collected  out  of  the  ancient 
historians,  and  as  it  was  received 
among  the  Romans,  in  Dionyfius 
Halicarnaffeu*.  Since  none  of  the 
critics  hare  confider'd  Virgil's  fable, 
with  relation  to  this  hiftory  of  JEneas  5 
it  may  not  perhaps  be  amifs  to  cxa- 
min  it  in  this  light,  fo  far  as  regards 
my  prefent  purpofe.  Whoever  looks 
into  the  abridgement  above  men* 
tion'd,  will  find  that  the  charader 
of  JEuc*3  is  filled  with  piety  to  the 
Gods,  and  a  fuperftitious  obfervatioa 
of  prodigies,  oracles  and  predj&km*. 
Virgil  has  not  only  preferred  this 
character  in  the  perfon  of  ALneaa, 
but  has  given  a  place  in  his  poem  to 
thofe  particular  prophecies,  which* 
he  found  recorded  of  him  in  hiftory 
and  tradition.  The  poet  took  the 
matters  of  fa&  as  they  came  down 
to  him,  and  oreumftanced  them 
after  his  own  manner,  to  make  them 
appear  the  more  natural,  agreeable 
or  furprifing.  I  believe  very  many 
readers  have  been  fhocked  at  that 
ludicrous  prophecy  which  one  of  the 
Harpy  ies  pronounces  to  the  Trojans 
in  the  third  book,  namely,  that  be- 
fore they  had  built  their  intended 
city,  they  fhould  be  reduced  by  hun- 
ger to  eat  their  very  tables.  But 
when  they  hear  that  this  was  one 
of  the  circumftances  that  had  been 
trauimitted  to  the  Romans  in  the 
hiftory  of  iEneas,  they  will  think 

the 
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'Twixt  day  and  night,  and  now  from  end  to  end 
Night's  hemifphere  had  veil'd  th'  horizon  round : 
When  Satan  who  late  fled  before  the  threats 
Of  Gabriel  out  of  Eden,  now  improved 


die  poet  did  very  well  in  taking 
notice  of  it.  The  hiftorian  above 
■nention'd  acquaints  as,  a  propbetefs 
had  fqretold  JEneas,  that  he  ihould 
lake  his  voyage  weftward,  till  his 
companions  fbould  eat  their  tables  $ 
and  that  accordingly  upon  his  land- 
ing in  Italy,  as  they  were  eating 
their  flefh  upon  cakes  of  bread,  for 
want  of  other  conveniences,  they 
afterwards  fed  on  the  cakes  them* 
felves;  upon  which  one  of  the  com- 
pany (aid  merrily,  We  are  eating  ear 
tabus.  They  immediately  took  the 
hint,  (ays  the  hiftorian,  and  concluded 
die  prophecy  to  be  fitlffiTd.  As 
Virgil  did  not  think  it  proper  to 
omit  fo  material  a  particular  in  the 
hiftory  of  wEneas,  it  may  be  worth 
while  to  confider  with  how  much 
judgment  he  has  qualified  it,  and 
takes  off  every  thing  that  might 
have  appeared  improper  for  a  paf- 
fige  in  an  heroic  poem.  The  pro- 
phetefs  who  foretells  it  is  an  hungry 
Harpy,  as  the  perfon  who  difcovers 
it  is  young  Afcanius : 

Hens  etiam  menias  confomimus,  in- 
quit  lulus. 

Such  an  obfervation,  which  is  beau- 
tiful in  the  mouth  of  a  boy,  would 
have  been  ridiculous  from  any  other 
of  the  company.  I  am  apt  to  think 
that  die  cnanging  of  the  Trojan 
fleet  into  water-nymphs,  which  is 
the  mod  violent  machine  in   the 


In 

whole  iEneid,  and  has  given  offenft 
to  feveral  critics,  may  be  accounted 
for  the  fame  way.  Virgil  himfelf, 
before  he  begins  that  relation,  pre- 
miles,  that  what  he  was  going  to 
tell  appeared  incredible,  but  that  it 
was  juftificd  by  tradition.  What 
farther  confirms  me  that  this  change 
of  the  fleet  was  a  celebrated  arcum- 
ftance  in  the  hiftory  of  ^Eneas  is, 
that  Ovid  has  given  a  place  to  the 
fame  metamorphofis  in  his  account 
of  the  Heathen  mythology.  None 
of  the  critics  I  have  met  with 
having  confidered  the  fable  of  the 
jEneid  in  this  Hght,  and  taken  no- 
tice bow  the  tradition,  on  which  it 
was  (bonded,  authorises  thofe  parte 
in  it  which  appear  ooft  exceptiona- 
ble ;  I  hope  the  length  of  this  re- 
flection  will  not  make  it  unacceptable 
to  the  curious  part  of  my  readers* 
The  hiftory,  which  was  the  bans  of 
Milton's  poem,  is  full  fhorter  than 
either  that  of  the  Iliad  or  iEneid. 
The  poet  has  likewife  taken  care  to 
infert  every  circumftance  of  it  in 
the  body  of  his  fable.  The  ninth 
book,  which  we  are  here  to  confider, 
is  raifed  upon  that  brief  account  in 
Scripture,  wherein  we  are  told  that 
the  Serpent  was  more  fubtle  than 
any  beaft  of  the  field,  that  he  tempted 
the  woman  to  eat  of  the  forbidden 
fruit,  that  (he  was  overcome  by  this 
temptation,  and  that  Adam  followed 
her  example.  From  thefe  few  par- 
I  2  ticulars.

ticulars,  Milton  has  formed  one  of 
the  moil  entertaining  fables  that  in- 
vention ever  produced.  He  baa  dif- 
pofcd  of  thefe  feveral  circumftances 
-among  Co  many  beautiful  and  natu- 
ral fictions  of  lib  own,  that  his 
whole  (lory  looks  onlv  like  a  com- 
ment upon  facred  Writ,  or  rather 
4eems  to  be  a  full  and  complete  re- 
lation of  what  the  other  is  only  an 
epitome.  I  have  infilled  the  longer 
on  this  consideration,  as  I  look  upon 
the  difpofition  and  contrivance  of 
the  fable  to  be  the  principal  beauty 
of  the  ninth  book,  which  has  more 
fiory  in  it,  and  is  fuller  of  incidents, 
than  any  other  in  the  whole  poem. 
Satan's  traverfing  the  globe,  and  ftill 
keeping  within  the  madow  of  the 
night,  as  fearing  to  be  difcover'd  by 
the  Angel  of  the  fun,  who  had  be- 
fore detected  him,  is  one  of  thofe 
.beautiful  imaginations,  with  which 
he  introduces  this  his  fecond  feries  of 
adventures.    Haying  examin'd  the 


nature  of  every  creature,  and  found 
out  one  which  was  the  moft  proper 
for  his  purpofe,  he  again  returns  to 
Paradife;  and  to  avoid  difcovcry, 
finks  by  night  with  a  river  that  ran 
under  the  garden,  and  rifes  up  again 
through  a  fountain  that  uTued  from 
it  by  the  tree  of  life.  The  poet, 
who,  as  we  have  before  taken  notice, 
fpeaks  as  little  as  poflible  in  his  own 
perfon,  and  after  the  example  of 
Homer  fills  every  part  of  his  work 
with  manners  and  characters,  intro- 
duces a  folUoquy  of  this  infernal 
agent,  who  was  thus  reftlefs  in  the 
deftruction  of  Man.  He  is  then 
described  as  gliding  through  the 
garden,  under  the  refemblance  of  a 
mift,  in  order  to  find  out  that  crea- 
ture in  which  he  defien'd  to  tempt 
our  firft  parents.  This  defcription  has 
fomething  in  it  very  poetical  and 
furprifing.

Of  revuu'd  Adonis }  for  after 
he  was  tuTd  by  the  wild  boar,  it  i 
faid  that  at  Venus's  requeft  he  was 
r,eftor'd  to  life  And  we  learn  froxji 
St.  jerom,  Cyril,  and  other  writers, 
that  his  ^  anniverfary  fcjtival  was 
open'd  with  forrow  and  mourning' 
for  his  death,  and  concluded  with 
finging  and  rejoicing  for  his  revival. 
It  h  very  true,  as  Dr.  Bfcmtey  faya, 
that  Kmroi  A/»r#/®-,  the  gardens 
of  Admis,  fo  frequently  mention'd 
by  Greek  writers,  Plafo,  Plutarch  &V# 
were  nothing  but  portable  earthen 
pots  with  forae  fetttce  or  fenel 
growing  in  them,  and  thrown  away 
the  next  day  after  the  yearly  fefKval 
of  Adonis:  whence  the  gardens  of 
Adonis  grew  to  be  a  proverb  of  con* 
tempt  for  any  fruitkis,  fading, 
peruhabk  affair.  But,  as  Dr.  Pearce 
replies,  Why  did  the  Grecians  on 
Adonis's  feftival  carry  thefc  finall 
earthen  gardens  about  ra  honor  of 
him  ?  was  it  not  becaufe  they  had  a 
tradkkm,  that  when  he  was  alive 
he  delighted  in  gardens,  and  had  a 
magnificent  one?  Pliny  mentions 
the  gardens  of  Adonis  and  Alcimms 
together  as  Milton  does.  There  is 
nothing  that  the  Ancients  admired 
more  than  the  gardens  of  tb$  H*jfre- 

rtdes,

Did 
thofe  ferpents,  Jays  Dr.  Bentley, 
change  ntrmtone  and  Cadmus?  or 
were  not  theie,  who  were  man  and 
Tvoman  once,  changed  into  ferpents  f 
And  Dr.  Pearce  replies,  We  may 
excufe  this  as  a  poetical  Hberty  of 
expreffion;  'tis  much  the  fame  as 
the  critics  have  obferved  in  Ovid's 
Metam.  1. 1 .  where firmas  mutatas  in 
nova  eerpora  Hands  for  corpora  mutata 
in  novas  firmas.

certainly  feme  of  the  fineft  compo- 
fittons  of  genius :  but,  as  I  have  be- 
fore obferved,  are  not  agreeable  to 
the  nature  of  an  heroic  poem.  This 
of  Sim  and  Dtatb  is  very  exquifite 
in  its  kind,  if  .not  confider'd  as  a 
part  of  fuch  a  work.  The  truths 
contained  in  it  are  fo  dear  and 
open,  that  I  (hall  not  lofe  time  in 
explaining  them;  but  (hall  only  ob- 
serve, that  a  reader,  who  knows 
the  ftrength  of  the  English  tongue, 
will  be  amazed  to  think  how  the 
poet  could  find  fuch  apt  words  and 
phrafes  to  defcribe  the  a&kms  of 
thofe  two  imaginary  perfons,  and 
particularly  in  that  part  where 
Death  is  exhibited  as  forming  a 
bridge  over  tfce  Chaos ;  aworkfuit- 
able  to  the  genius  of  Milton.  Since 
the  fubje&  lam  upoo,  gives  me  an 
opportunity  of  fpeaking  more  at 
large  of  inch  fhadowy  and  imagi- 
nary perfons  as  may  be  introduced 
into  heroic  poems,  I  (hall  beg  leave 
to  explain  myfelf  in  a  matter  which 
is  curious  in  its  kind,  and  which 
none  of  the  critics  have  treated  of. 
It  is  certain  Homer  and  Virgil  are 
full  of  imaginary  perfons,  who  arc 


very  beautiful  in  poetry,  when  they 
are  juft  ftown,  without  being  en- 
gaged in  any  feries  of  a&ion.  Ho- 
mer indeed  reprefents  Sleep  as  a 
perfon,  and  afcribes  a  fhort  part  to 
him  in  his  Iliad ;  but  we  mnft  con- 
fider  that  tho*  we  now  regard  fuch 
a  perfon  as  entirely  fhadowy  and 
unliibftantial,  the  Heathens  made 
ftatues  of  him,  placed  him  in  their 
temples,  -  and  looked  upon  him  as 
a  red  deity.  When  Homer  makes 
ufe  of  other  foch  allegorical  per- 
fons, it  is  only  in  fhort  exprefiions, 
which  convey  an  ordinary  thought 
to  the  mind  in  the  moft  pleating 
manner,  and  may  rather  be  looked 
upon  as  poetical  phrafes  than  alle- 
gorical defcriptions.  Inftead  of  tel- 
ling us,  that  men  naturally  fly 
when  they  are  terrified,  he  intro- 
duces the  perfons  of  Flight  and 
Fear,  who,  he  tells  us,  are  insepa- 
rable companions.  Inftead  of  lay- 
ing that  the  time  was  come  when 
Apollo  ought  to  have  received  his 
recompenie,  he  tells  us,  that  the 
Hours  Drought  him  his  reward.  In- 
ftead of  defcribing  the  eftefis  which 
Minerva's  jEgis  produced  in  battel, 

he 
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In  counterview  within  the  gates,  that  now 
Stood  open  wide*  belching  outrageous  flame 
Far  into  Chaos,  fince  the  Fiend  pafe'd  through, 
Sin  opening,  who  thus  now  to  Death  began. 

O  Son,  why  fit  we  here  each  other  viewing    43$ 
Idly,  while  Satan  our  great  author  thrives 
In  other  worlds,  and  happier  feat  provides 

For 


he  tetts  us,  that  the  brims  of  it 
were  incompaffed  by  Terror,  Rome, 
Dijcerd,  Fmy$  Pmfmt,  Haffacre 
and  Death.  In  die  nunc  figure  of 
freaking,  he  reprefents  ViQmy  as 
following  Dfomedes*  Di/eerd**  the 
mother  of  funerals  and  mourning ; 
Venus  as  drefled  by  die  Graces; 
Bellona  as  wearing  Terror  and  Com* 
femation  like  a  garment.  I  might 
give  feveral  other  inftances  oat  of 
Homer,  as  well  as  a  great  many 
out  of  Virgil.  Milton  has  like- 
wife  very  often  made  use  of  the 
fame  way  of  fpeaking,  as  where  he 
tells  os,  that  Vi8nf  fat  on  the 
sight  hand  of  the  M  effiah  when  he 
marched  forth  againft  the  rebel 
Angels;  that  at  the  rifingr  of  the 
Inn  the  Hemrs  nnbarr'd  die  gates 
of  light;  that  Difiord  was  the 
daughter  of  Sin.  Of  the  feme  na- 
ture are  thofe  expreffions,  where 
describing  the  fingmg  of  the  night- 
ingale, he  adds,  SHemce  «**/  pleai  d; 
and  upon  the  Mefiah's  bidding 
peace  to  the  Chaos,  Cmfkfim  bemrd 
1m  voice.  I  might  add  innume- 
rable inftances  of  our  poet's  writ- 
ing »  this  beantifiil  figure.    It  is* 


plain  that  thefe  I  hate  mensjen'd* 
in  which  peribns  of  an  imaginary 
nature  are  introduced,  are  fuck 
Jhort  allegories  as  are  not  defigned 
to  be  taken  in  the  litteral  fcnfe, 
but  only  to  convey  particular  cuv 
cumftances  to  the  reader  after  an 
umtfual  and  entertaining  manner* 
But  when  fuch -peribns  are  intro- 
duced as  prindj»l  adors,  and  en- 
gaged in  %  fates  of  adventures* 
tnor  take  too  much  upon  them* 
and  are  by  no  means  proper  lor  an 
hemic  poem,  which  ought  to  ap* 
pear  credible  in  its  principal  parts; 
I  cannot  forbear  therefore  thinking 
that  Sim  and  Dcmtb  are  as  improper 
agents  in  a  work  of  this  nature,  as 
Strength  and  NeceffiM  in  one  of  the 
tragedies  of  iEfchylus,  who  repre- 
fented  diofe  two  peribos  nailing 
down  Prometheus  to  a  rock,  for 
which  he  hat  been  juftty  cenfurM 
by  the  greateft  critics.  I  do  not 
know  any  imaginary  peribn  made 
nie  of  in  a  more  tablime  manner 
of  thinking  than  that  in  one  of 
the  prophets,  who  defcribing  God 
as  descending  from  Heaven,  and

His  firft  appearance 
in  the  afiemblv  of  fall'n  Angels,  is 
worked  up  witn  circumftances  which 
give  a  delightful  furprife  to  the 
reader ;  bat  there  is  no  incident  in 
the  whole  poem  which  does  this 
more  than  the  transformation  of  the 
whole  audience,  that  follows  the  ac- 
count their  leader  gives  them  of  his 
expedition.  The  gradual  change  of 
Satan  himfelf  is  defcrib'd  after  Ovid's 
manner,  and  may  vie  with  any  of  thofe 
celebrated  transformations  which  are 
look'd  upon  as  the  moft  beautiful 
parts  in  that  poet's  works.  Milton 
never  foils  of  improving  his  own 
hints,  and  bellowing  the  laft  finilhing 
touches  to  every  incident  which  is 
admitted  into  his  poem.  The  urfex- 
pe&ed  hifs  which  rifes  in  thb  epi- 
iode,  the  dimensions  and  bulk  of 
Satan  fo  much  fuperior  to  thofe  of 
the  infernal  Spirits  who  lay  under 
the  lame  transformation,  with  the 
Vol.  II.

But  what  is  the  Elops  ?  Dr.  Bentley 
fays  that  the  editor  has  here  dif- 
cover'd  himfelf  to  be  an  ignorant 
fellow,  the  Elops  being  no  ferpent  but 
a  fifth,  and  one  of  the  moll  admir'd. 
too,  the  Acipenfer.    But  Pliny  (from 
whom  the  Do&or  learn 'd  this)  onry 
fays   of  the    Acipenfer,    that  fome 
people  call  it  Elops ;    quidam   turn 
Elopem  vacant  y  IX.  17.  he  does  not 
tell  us  whether  he  thought  that  they 
calPd  it  by  a  right  name  or  no.  But 
if  they  did,  might  there  not  have 
been  a  ferpent  of  that  name  too  ? 
That  there  was,  we  have  Pliny's 
own  teftimony  in  XXXII.  5.  where 
he  tells  us  of  the  remedies  to  be 
ufed  by  thofe  who  were  bit  by  the 
Elops  and  other  ferpents,  a  Chalcide, 
Cerafte,  aut  quas  bepas  vocant,  aut 
Elope y  Dipfedeve  percuffis.

fages  in  it  which  deferve  our  admi- 
ration. The  eleventh  and  twelfth 
are  indeed  built  upon  that  fingje 
circumftance  of  the  removal  of  our 
firft  parents  from  Paradife »  buttho* 
this  is  not  in  itfelf  fo  great  a  fubjecl 
as  that  in  moft  of  the  foregoing 
books,  it  is  extended  and  diversified 
with  fo  many  furprifing  incidents  and 
pleafing  epifodes,  that  thtfe  two  kft 
books  can  by  no  means  be  looked 
upon  as  unequal  parts  of  this  divine 
poem.  I  moft  further  add,  that  had 
not  Milton  reprefented  on?  firft  pa- 
rents as  driven  out  of  Paradife,  tm 
fall  of  man  would  not  have  been 
complete,and  consequently  his  a&oa 
would  have  been  imperfeft.

[And  may  we  not  hyfoUtary  under- 
stand farther  their  being  now  left  by 
the  Angel?]  The  laft,  but  the  main, 
objection  which  the  Dodor  makes, 
is  that  this  diftich  contradi&s  the 
poet's  own  fcheme.  To  fupport  this 
charge,  he  has  referred  us  to  half  a 
dozen  places  of  this  twelfth  book, 
where  Adam  or  Eve  are  fpoken  of, 
as  having  jey,  peace,  and  confolation 
fc  i  and  from  thence  he  concludes 
that  this  diftich  ought  not  to  difmifs 
our  firft  parents  in  angnifh,  and  the 
reader  in  melancholy.    But  them, 
peace,  and  confeiatio*  fpoken  of  in 
thofe  pauages  are  reprefented  always 
as  arifing  in  our  firft  parents  from  a 
view  of  fome  future  good,  chiefly 
of  the  Meffiah.    The  thought  of 
leaving   Paradife    (notwithftanding 
any  other  comfort  that  they  had) 
was  all  along  a  firro*wfil  one  to 
them.     Upon  this  account  Eve  fill 
m/Uep  wearied  witbjbrrvw  and  difirefi 
§f  heart,  ver.  613.  Both  Adam  and 
Eve  lingered  at  their  quitting  Para- 
dife, ver.  638,  and  they  dropt  fome 
natural  tears  on  that  occafion,  ver, 
645.    In  this  view  the  Arch- Angel, 
ver.  603,  recommends  to  our  firft 
parents  that  they  fhould  live  unani- 
mous, tbo*  fad  *witb  cauft  fir  evils 
paft.    And  for  a  plainer  proof  that 
the  fcheme  of  the  noern  was  to  dif- 
miis  them  not  without  forrow,  the 
poet  in  XL  117.  puts  thefe  words 
into  God's  mouth,  as  his  inftru&ion 
to  Michael, 

So  fend  them  forth,  though  firrvw- 
ing,  yet  in  peace.       Pearce. 

Thefe  two  laft  verfes  have  occafion  M 
much  trouble  to  the  critics,  fome 


being  for  rejecting,  others  for  alter- 
ing, and  others  again  for  tranfpofing 
them :  but  the  propriety  of  the  two 
lines,  and  the  defign  of  the  author 
are  fully  expfain'd  and  vindicated 
in  the  excellent  note  of  Dr.  Pearce* 
And  certainly  there  is  no  more  ne- 
ceffity  that  an  epic  poem  fhould  con- 
clude happily,  than  there  is  that  a 
tragedy  fhould  conclude  unhappily. 
There  are  inftances  of  feveral  tra- 
gedies ending  happily;  and  with  at 
good  reafon  an  epic  poem  may  ter- 
minate fortunately  or  unfortunately, 
as  the  nature  of  the  fubjeft  requires : 
and  die  fubje&  of  Paradife  Ufi 
plainly  requires  fomething  of  a  for- 
rowful  parting,  and  was  intended  no 
doubt  tor  terror  as  well  as  pity,  to 
infpire  us  with  the  fear  of  God  at 
well  as  with  commiferation  of  Man. 
All  therefore  that  we  fhaH  add  b 
to  defire  the  reader  to  obferve  the 
beauty  of  the  numbers,  the  heavy 
dragging  of  the  firft  line;  which  tan* 
not  be  pronounced  but  dowry,  and

in  the  twelfth,  the  author  reckons 
ten  days.  As  for  that  part  of  the 
a&ion  which  is  defcribed  in  the  three 
irft  books,  as  it  does  not  pais  within 
the  regions  of  nature,  I  have  before 
obferved  that  it  is  not  fubjecl  to  any 
calculations  of  time.  I  have  now 
finiihed  my  obfervations  on  a  work, 
which  does  an  honor  to  the  Englifh 
nation.  I  have  taken  a  general  view 
of  it  under  thefe  four  heads,  the 
fable,  the  characters,  the  fentiments, 
and  the  language,  and  made  each 
of  them  the  fubjeft  of  a  particular 

J>aper.  I  have  in  the  next  place 
poken  of  the  cenfures  which  our 
author  may  incur  under  each  of  thefe 
heads,  which  I  have  confined  to  two 
papers,  though  I  might  have  in- 
larged  the  number,  if  I  had  been 
difpofed  to  dwell  on  fo  ungrateful  a 
fubjecl.  I  believe  however  that  the 
fevereft  reader  will  not  find  any  little 
fault  in  heroic  poetry,  which  this 
author  has  fallen  into,  that  does  not 
come  under  one  of  thofe  heads, 
among  which  I  have  diftributed  his 
feveral  blemishes.  After  having  thus 
treated  at  large  of  Paradife  Loft,  I 
could  not  think  it  fuffident  to  have 
celebrated  this  poem  in  the  whole, 
without  defcendmg  to  particulars.  I 
have  therefore  beflowed  a  paper 
upon  each  book,  and  endevored  not 
only  to  prove  that  the  poem  is 
beautiful  in  general,  but  to  point 
out  its  particular  beauties,  and  to 
determin  wherein  they  confift.  I 
have  endevored  to  (how  how  fome 
paflages  are  beautiful  by  being  fub- 
Jime,  others  by  being  foft,  others  by 
being  natural ;  which  of  them  are 
recommended  by  the  paffion,  which 
by  the  moral,  which  by  the  fend- 
ment,  and  which  by  the  expreflion. 
I  have  likewife  endevored  to  mow 
bow  the  genius  of  the  poet  dunes 


by  a  happy  invention,  a  diftant  di- 
lution, or  a  judicious  imitation;  how 
he  has  copied  or  improved  Homer 
or  Virgil,  and  raifed  his  own  ima- 
ginations by  the  ufe  which  he  has 
made  of  feveral  poetical  paflages  in 
Scripture.  I  might  have  inferted 
alfo  feveral  paflages  of  Taffo,  -which 
our  author  has  imitated;  but  as  I 
do  not  look  upon  Taflb  to  be  a  fuf. 
ficient  voucher,  I  would  not  perplex 
my  reader  with  fuch  quotations,  as 
might  do  more  honor  to  the  Italian 
than  the  Englifh  poet.  In  fhort  I 
have  endevored  to  particularize  thofe 
innumerable  kinds  of  beauty,  which 
it  would  be  tedious  to  recapitulate, 
but  which  are  eflential  to  poetry, 
and  which  may  be  met  with  in  the 
works  of  this  great  author.  Had  I 
thought,  at  my  firft  engaging  in  this 
defign,  that  it  would  have  led  me 
to  fo  great  a  length,  I  believe  I 
mould  never  have  enter'd  upon  it ; 
but  the  kind  reception  which  it  has 
met  with  among  thofe  whofe  judg- 
ments I  have  a  value  for,  as  well  as 
the  uncommon  demands  which  my 
book  feller  tells  me  have  been  made 
for  thefe  particular  difcourfes,  give 
me  no  reafon  to  repent  of  the  pains 
I  have  been  at  in  compofing  them. 

Addifon. 
Arid  thus  have  we  finifh'd  our  col- 
lections and  remarks  on  this  divine 
poem.  The  reader  probably  may 
have  obferved  that  thefe  two  laft 
books  fall  fljort  of  the  fublimity  and 
majefty  of  the  reft :  and  fo  likewife 
do  the  two  laft  books  of  the  Iliad, 
and  for  the  fame  reafon,  becaufe  the 
fubjeft  is  of  a  different  kind  from 
that  of  the  foregoing* ones.  The 
fubjeflt  of  thefe  two  laft  books  of  the 
Paradife  Loft  is  hiftory  rather  than 
poetry.  However  we  may  ftill  dif- 
cover  the  fame  great  genius,  and 

there 
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there  are  intermixed  as  many  orna- 
ments and  graces  of  poetry,  as  the 
nature  of  the  fubje&,  and  the  au- 
thor's fidelity  and  ftri&  attachment 
to  the  truth  of  Scripture  hiftory,  and 
the  reduction  of  fo  many  and  fuch 
various  events  into  fo  narrow  a  com- 
pafs,  would  admit  It  is  the  fame 
ocean,  but  not  at  its  higheft  tide; 
it  is  now  ebbing  and  retreating.  It 
is  the  fame  fun,  but  not  in  its  full 
blaze  of  meridian  glory;  it  now 
fhines  with  a  gentler  ray  as  it  is 
letting.  Throughout  the  whole  the 
author  appears  to  have  been  a  mod 
critical  reader  and  a  moft  paffionate 
admirer  of  holy  Scripture.  He  is 
indebted  to  Scripture  infinitely  more 
than  to  Homer  and  Virgil  and  all 
other  books  whatever.  Not  only 
his  principal  fable,  but  all  his  epi- 


fodes  are  founded  upon  Scripture. 
The  Scripture  hath  not  only  fur- 
nHh'd  him  with  the  nobleft  hints, 
rais'd  his  thoughts  and  fir'd  his  ima- 
gination 5  but  hath  alfo  very  much 
enrich'd  his  language,  given  a  cer- 
tain folemaity  and  majefty  to  hit 
di&ion,  and  fupplied  him  with  many 
of  his  choiceft  happieft  exprefhons. 
Let  men  therefore  learn  from  this 
inftance  to  reverence  thofe  (acred 
Writings.  If  any  man  can  pretend 
to  deride  or  defpife  them,  it  muft 
be  (aid  of  him  at  leaft,  that  he  has 
a  tafte  and  genius  the  moft  different 
from  Milton's  that  can  be  imagined. 
Whoever  has  any  true  tafte  and 
genius,  we  are  confident,  will  eftecm 
this  poem  the  beft  of  modern  pro- 
ductions, and  the  Scriptures  the  beft 
of  all  ancient  ones.

POST- 
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AVERY  extraordinary  attempt  having  been 
lately  made  to  undermine  and  deftroy  the  re* 
putation  of  Milton  as  a  poet,  it  may  be  proper 
for  the  fake  of  truth,  and  for  the  fake  of  a  favorite 
author,  to  give  a  fhort  hiftory  of  it,  here  in  the  con- 
clufion  of  this  work.  Soon  after  I  had  jpublifhcd  my 
propofals  for  printing  a  new  edition  of  the  Paradife 
Loft  with  notes  of  various  authors,  Mr.  William 
Lauder,  a  Scotchman,  came  to  me,  exclaming  hor- 
ribly of  Joha  Milton,  and  inveighing  moft  bitterly 
againft  him  for  the  worft  and  greateft  of  all  plagU* 
ries;  he  could  prove  that  he  had  borrowed  the  fub- 
ftancc  of  whole  books  together,  and  there  was  fcarce- 
]y  a  fingle  thought  or  fentiment  in  his  poem  which 
he  had  not  ftolcn  from  fome  author  or  other,  notwith- 
Aanding  his  vain  pretence  to  things  unattempted  yet  in 
prqfe  or  rbime.  And  then  in  confirmation  of  his 
charge  he  recited  a  long  roll  of  Scotch,  German,  and 
Dutch  poets,  and  affirmed  that  he  had  brought  the 
books  along  with  him,  which  were  his  vouchers,  and 
appealed  particularly  to  Ramfay  a  Scotch  Divine! 
and  to  Mafenius  a  German  Jefuit :  but  upon  pro* 
during  his  authors  he  could  not  find  Mafenius,  he 
had  dropt  the  book  fome  where  or  other  in  the  way, 
and  exprefled  much  furprife  and  concern  for  the  lofs 
of  it;  Ramfay  he  left  with  me,  and  my  opinion  of 
Milton's  imitations  of  that  author  I  have  given  in  a 
note  on  IX.  51^3.  I  knew  very  well  that  Milton  was 
an  univerfal  fcholar,  as  famous  for  his  great  reading 
as  for  the  extent  of  his  genius ;  and  I  thought  it  not 
improbable,  that  Mr.  Lauder,  having  the  good  for- 
V  Q  l.  II.  F  f  tune 
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tunc  to  meet  with  thefe  German  and  Dutch  poem*, 
might  have  traced  out  there  fome  of  his  imitations 
and  allufions,  which  had  efcaped  the  refearches  of 
others :  and  it  was  my  advice  to  him  then,  and  as 
often  as  I  had  opportunities  of  feeing  him  afterwards, 
that  if  he  had  really  made  fuch  notable  difcoveries  as 
he  boafted,  he  would  do  well  to  communicate  them 
to  the  public ;  an  ingenious  countryman  of  his  had 
publifhed  an  EJfay  upon  Milton's  imitations  of  the 
uincients,  and  he  would  equally  deferve  the  thanks  of 
the  learned  world  by  writing  an  EJfay  upon  Milton's 
imitations  of  the  Moderns :  but  at  the  fame  time  Ire- 
commended  to  him  a  little  more  modefly  and  de- 
cency, and  urged  all  the  arguments  I  could  to  per- 
fuade  him  to  treat  Milton's  name  with  more  refped, 
and  not  to  write  of  him  with  the  fame  acrimony  and 
rancor  with  which  Yizfpoke  of  him;  it  would  weaken 
his  caufe  inftead  of  ftrengthning  it,  and  would  hurt 
himfelf  more  than  Milton  in  the  opinion  of  all  can- 
did readers.     He  began  with  publifhing  fome  fpeci- 
mens  of  his  work  in  a  monthly  pamphlet  intitled 
the  Gentleman's  Magazine :  and  I  was  forry  to  find 
that  he  had  no  better  regarded  my  advice  in  his  man* 
ncr  of  writing;  for  hisvpapcrs  were  much  in  the  fame 
ftrain  and  fpirit  as  his  converfation,    his  aflertions 
strong,  and  his  proofs  weak.     However  to  do  him 
juftice,  feveral  of  the  quotations  which  he  had  made 
from  the  Adamus  Exul,  a  tragedy  of  the  famous 
Hugo  Grotius,  I  thought  fo  exa&ly  parallel  to  feveral 
paflages  in  the  Paradife  Loft,  that  I  readily  adopted 
them,  and  inferted  them  without  fcruple  in  my  notes, 
efteeming  it  no  reproach  to  Milton,    but  rather  a 
commendation  of  his  tafte  and  judgment,  to  have  ga- 
thered 
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ther'd  fo  many  of  the  choiccft  flowers  in  the  gardens 
of  others,  and  to  have  tranfplanted  them  with  im- 
provements into  his  own.  At  length,  after  I  had 
publiihed  my  firft  edition  of  the  Paradife  Loft,  came 
forth  Mr.  Lauder's  EJfay  on  Milton's  ufe  and  imitation 
of  the  Moderns:  but  except  the  quotations  from 
Grotius,  which  I  had  already  inferted  in  my  firft  edi- 
tion, I  found  in  Mr.  Lauder's  authors  not  above  half 
a  dozen  paflages,  which  I  thought  worth  transfer- 
ring into  my  fecond  edition ;  not  but  he  had  produced 
more  paflages  fomewhat  refembling  others  in  Milton  ? 
but  when  a  fimilitude  of  thought  or  expreflion,  of 
fentiment  or  defcriptioh,  occurs  in  Scripture  and  we 
will  fay  in  Staphorftius,  in  Virgil  and  perhaps  in 
Alexander  Rofs,  in  Ariofto  and  perhaps  in  Taub-; 
mannus,  I  fhould  rather  conclude  that  Milton  had 
borrowed  from  the  former  whom  he  •  is  certainly 
known  to  have  read,  than  from  the  latter  whom  it  is 
very  uncertain  whether  he  had  ever  read  or  not.  We 
know  that  he  had  often  drawn,  and  delighted  to  draw 
from  the  pure  fountain;  and  why  then  (hould  we  be- 
lieve that  he  chofe  rather  to  drink  of  the  ftream  after 
it  was  polluted  by  the  trafli  and  filth  of  others  ?  We 
know  that  he  had  thoroughly  ftudied,  and  was  per- 
fectly acquainted  with  the  graces  and  beauties  of  the 
great  originals  5  and  why  then  (hould  we  think  that 
ne  was  only  the  fervile  copyer  of  perhaps  a  bad  copy, 
which  perhaps  he  had  never  feen  ?"  This  was  all  the 
ufe  that  I  could  poflibly  make  of  Mr.  Lauder's  EJfay \ 
and  the  moft  favorable  opinion  that  I  could  entertain 
of  him  and  his  performance,  admitting  all  that  he 
had  alleged  to  be  true  and  genuin,  was  that  the  ma- 
lice of  his  c barge  was  much  greater  than  the  validity 
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pf  bis  proofs :  but  what  now  if  he  fhall  be  found 
to  have  fhborned  falfe  evidence  in  fupport  of  his  ac- 
cufation,  and  inftead  of  convidting  Milton  of  plag ia~ 
rifmy  to  have  fixed  an  eternal  brand  oi  forgery  upon 
himfelf?  It  was  certainly  very  artful  in  Mr.  Lauder  to 
derive  fo  many  of  his  authorities  from  books,  which 
are  fo  little  known,  and  copies  of  which  are  fo  very 
fcarce,  that  the  principal  of  them  cannot  be  found  in 
the  beft  and  greateft  libraries :  and  this  ftratagem  had 
l  double  ufe,  for  at  the  fame  time  that  k  ferved  to 
difplay  his  uncommon  reading,  it  was  alfothe  means 
of  his  eluding  the  fearch  of  the  moft  curious  of  his 
readers.  I  fhould  myfelf  have  examined  his  authori- 
ties, if  I  could  have  procured  the  books;  but  for  want 
of  th^m  I  took  it  for  granted,  and  thought  I  might 
iafely  take  it  for  granted,  that  the  paflages^  which  he 
had  quoted  from  fuch  and  fuch  authors  were  really  in 
thofe  authors;  and  could  not  have  harboured  a  fufpi- 
cion,  .that  a  man  of  any  learning  and  ingenuity,  for 
the  fake  of  defaming  the  venerable  dead,  could  have 
been  guilty  of  fuch  monftrous-  forgeries,  as  have  fincc 
been  proved  upon  him,  and  as  he  himfelf  indeed  has 
confeljfad.  For  a  learned  and  ingenious  Gentleman 
being  at  Oxford  the  laft  fummer  had  the  curiofky  to 
fearch  in  the  Bodleian  library  for  fome  of  thefo  Gcr- 
9*an  and  Dutch  poets,  who  according  to  Mr.  Lauder 
held  out  the  lighted  torch  to  Milton :  and  after  fearch- 
ing  in  vain  for  Mafenkts  and  the  Adamus  Exul  of 
Qrotius,  he  was  fo  fortunate  as  to  find  the  fame  edi- 
tion, as  Mr.  Lauder  had  quoted,  of  Staphorftius's 
t*atin  poem  intided  Triumphus  pacts  on  the  conclufion 
of  the  peace  between  the  States  of  Holland  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  England  in  1655.    It  appears  to 

be 
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be  a  prolix  as  well  as  a  wretched  dull  competition, 
and  fuch,  as  could  not  poffibly  have  afforded  any  af- 
fiftance  to  Milton:  and  it  being  one  of  Mr.  Lauder's 
artifices  in  his  quotations  never  to  refer  to  particular 
places  or  pages  for  the  better  direction  of  his  readers, 
the  Gentleman  had  the  trouble  of  turning  over  the 
whole  poem,  and  of  examining  page  after  page,  be- 
ftre  he  could  find  the  paflages  which  Mr.  Lauder  had  • 
quoted :  and  upon  comparing  his  quotations  with  the 
printed  copy  he  discovered  to  his  forprife  that  Mr.  Lau- 
der had  taken  the  liberty  of  omitting  and  inferring 
lines  at  pleafure,  to  make  out  a  likenefs ;  and  particu- 
larly that  the  eight  lines  on  marriage  (which  I  have 
cited  in  the  note  on  IV.  753.  and  which  are  all  that  I 
feave  cited  from  Staphorftius,  as  indeed  they  are  all 
that  bear  j£y  ftrong  refemblance  to  Milton)  have  no 
exiftenc*  in  Staphorftius,  but  were  interpolated  by 
Mr.  Lauder;  and  well  indeed  might  they  bear  a  ftrong 
refemblance  to  Milton,  Mr.  Lauder  having  had  the 
afiurance  to  tranferibe  them  word  for  Word  from  the 
Latin  tranflation  of  the  Paradife  Loft  by  Hog  or  Ho- 
gtfus  printed  in  1690.  This  difcovery  incited  the 
Gentleman  to  make  farther  refearches,  and  farther 
fefcarches  produced  more  difcoveries,  which  the 
Gentleman  has  fairly  laid  before  the  world  in  an  ex- 
cellent pamphlet  lately  published  and  intitled  Milton 
indicated  from  the  charge  of  plagiarifin  brought 
againft  him  by  Mr.  Lauder ;  and  Lauder  bimfelf  con- 
sisted of  fever al forgeries  and  grofs  impactions  on  the 
public.  In  a  Utter  humbly  addreffed  to  the  Right  Ho- 
norable the  Earl  of  Bath.  By  Joint  Douglas  M.  A. 
RecJor  of  Eton  Qmfiantine,  Salop.  Printed  for  A.  Mil- 
lar in  the  Strand.  Such  a  vindication  of  Milton  muft 
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be  plcafing  to  every  Briton,  who  hath  any  love  for 
poetry,  or  any  regard  for  the  honor  of  his  country  : 
and  if  Scotland  fuffers  the  mortification  of  feeing  one 
of  her  fons  guilty  of  bringing  an  injurious  flander 
upon  our  country,  fhe  enjoys  the  fatisfadion  like  wife 
of  feeing  another  deferving  of  the  higheft  commen- 
dation for  refuting  the  calumny  and  wiping  the  ftain 
away:  and  there  cannot  be  a  better  recommendation 
of  the  vindication,  nor  a  ftronger  proof  of  its  being  well 
written,  than  its  having  brought  the  Offender  himfeif 
to  a  proper  fenfe  and  acknowledgment  of  his  various 
frauds  and  impofitions  upon  thepublic.  For  Mr.  Lauder, 
looking  upon  me,  I  fuppofe,  as  a  perfon  peculiarly 
interefted  in  the  fame  and  reputation  of  Milton,  has 
been  with  me  to  plead  guilty  to  the  charge  which 
Mr.  Douglas  has  brought  againft  him,  andrtp  beg  par- 
don of  me  and  of  the  public.  And  in  the  forrow 
and  fincerity  of  his  heart  he  has  made  fome  farther 
confeffions  to  me.  For  I  told  him  plainly,  that  his 
forgeries  had  been  detected  in  fo  many  inftances,  that 
one  could  not  help  fufpe&irig  him  in  all  the  reft,  and 
particularly  in  Mafenius  and  Grotius,  whofe  books 
for  ought  that  appeared  no  body  in  England  had  feen 
befides  himfeif:  I  thought  that  the  merit  of  YmEjfay 
confifted  chiefly  in  his  quotations  from  the  Adamus 
Exul  of  Grotius,  which  were  more  for  his  purpoffe 
than  any  others;  butbe  had  faid  himfeif  (Eflay.  p.  49.) 
that  he  could  not  procure  a  printed  copy  of  that  tra- 
gedy either  in  Britain  or  Holland,  and  had  only  a 
tranfcript  of  it  from  Abraham  Gronovius,  keeper  of 
the  public  library  at  Leyden:  and  I  could  aflure  him, 
that  an  extract  of  thofe  pafiages  was  fent  over  to  a 
gentleman  in  Holland,  who  was  employed  to  inquire 
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of  Gronovius  whether  they  were  genuin  or  not;  and 
therefore  he  might  as  well  confcfs  the  truth  himfelf, 
which  would  be  known  in  a  Kttle  time  without  his 
confeffion.  He  acknowledged  that  he  had  himfelf 
compofcd  feveral  verfes,  which  he  had  quoted  as  from 
Grotius.  I  inquired  particularly  after  thofe  verfes  fo 
o  nearly  refembling  that  paflagc  in  Milton, 

Better  to  reign  in  Hell,  than  fervc  in  Heaven; 

and  he  confefled  that  he  had  made  thofe  very  verfes, 
and  indeed  all  which  had  any  particular  likenefs  to 
any  thing  in  Milton.  I  exprcfled  my  fufpicions  like- 
wife  about  Mafenius,  efpecially  as  he  had  loft  the 
book  fo  long  ago,  and  as  Mr.  Douglas  had  proved  that 
one  of  his  quotations  from  Mafenius,  confifting  of 
eight  lines,  (which  I  have  cited  likewife  in  a  note  on 
X.  710.)  was  taken  litterally  from  the  Latin  tranfla- 
tion  of  the  Paradife  Loft  by  Hogaeus^  and  it  was  not 
probable  that  the  lame  .eight  lines  fhould  be  in  Ho- 
gaeus,  and  in  Mafenius  too.  He  owned  honeftly  that 
they  were  not,  nor  feveral  things  which  he  had 
afcribed  to  Mafenius.  I  afked  particularly  whether 
the  word  Pandemonium  was  in  Mafenius,  for  I  had 
all  along  fufpetfted  that  it  was  not,  Concilium  infero- 
rum  Jive  Pandamonium :  and  he  acknowledged  that 
it  was  an  interpolation  of  his  own.  I  queftioned 
whether  Mafenius  had  enumerated  the  four  blind 
poets, 

.  Tirefias,  Phineus,  Thamyrifque,  et  magnus  Homerus; 

and  he  anfwered  that  there  was  fome  foundation  for 
that;  Mafenius  had  reckoned  up  three  of  them,  and 
he  had  inferted  the  fourth :  and  commonly  I  found, 
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that  when  he  had  caufed  any  thing  to  be  printed  in 
capital  letters  or  Italic  chara&ers,  as  worthy  of  the 
peculiar  notice  and  obfervation  of  his  readers,  that 
was  interpolated  and  forged  by  himfelf.  Well  might 
Mr.  Lauder  feled  this  verfe  for  the  motto  to  his  book.

terary  world,  yet  fuch  as  thefe  I  believe  not  only

he  had  recourfe  to  thefe  artifices,  as  he  himfelf  cott- 
fefles,  becaufe  he  plainly  perceived  that  he  could  not 
other  wife  have  proved  his  point  to  the  fctisfadtion  of 
any  body.  But  I  forbear  to  aggravate  matters.  I 
would  not  inflame  the  reader's  indignation.  The 
man  has  already  been  fufficiently  expofed,  and  ex~ 
preffes  forrow  for  his  offenfe,  and  promifes  to  make 
a  public  recantation  acknowledging  his  crimes,  and 
begging  pardon  of  the  world:  and  tho*  he  has  entirely 
ruined  his  character,  as  a  man  of  probity;  yet  it  muft 
be  faid  for  him,  that  he  has  given  tome  proofs  of 
his  abilities,  as  a  man  of  learning.
